5. «slthough the mamfacturer, &s well as the molds and shades of teeth, — 
omey unevoidably vary with successive shipments, it is pointed out thet every 
Dental Officer must mke the fullest effort to use up the whole of any assorte- 
nent; referred to ebove rather then to place emphasis on any particular brand, 
mold, shade or small group of molds and shades sinee this practice naturally _ 
eauses considerable shelf wastage of an essential item, It is further pointed 
out. thet with tho existing Limitations on supply ina wer zone and of dental 
personnel in depots it is not possible to mrintain as stock or to issue the 
numerous molds end shades of artificiel teeth as individual items or in anat- — 
omical sets. Fequisitions should therefor be confined tio complete Hospital 
4ssortiments, Combanétion Sets or Basic 4dssortments, as indicated. 


6, Medicel Supply Depots should immediately break down all quantities 
received of Items 5612050 and 5612055 Teeth, vulcanite into assortments con- 
fomaing cs closely to the attached chert as the supply permits end in such @ Me, 
manner that. the minimum residue of unassorted teeth remain in stock. Such re- 

sidues should be combined with subsequent receipts of teeth and worked into ee 
otha x Basic issortments. Each essortment whould bear the label, 5612050-55 

teoth, vuleanite, basic assortment", followed by a notation showing in units 
of “each" the quantities of Itens 56212060 and 5612055, which are contained in 
the package. Teally-outs must conforn to this notation for mintainance:of 
proper ater img Stock records, monthly inventories and progress reports 
must show all tooth items in their standard units of issue regerdless of the 
fact that Items 5612050 and 5612055 mey all be made up into Basic Assortments.
